of those persons to view motion pictures, mug shots 
taken by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office when 
subjects booked, and other available pictures obtained 
from various media which showed the blockage of the 
entrance to the Federal Building, Los Angeles and 
subsequent arrests. 

From a review of these pictures, approximately 
one half of the 69 subjects were "matched with either 
an a rresting off icer,, or a witness to their trespass. 
AUSA I 1 plans on obtaining a "positive 11 print 

of a portion of one of the video tapes obtained of the 
demonstration 3/10/55 from KHXT , which shows the arrests 
and trespass of the subjects clearly.

Concerning the arrest of 69 subjects on March 10, 
1965, the U. S. Marshal's Office advised that since their 
staff numbered only 13 available deputy TJ. S. Marshals on 
March 10, 1965, upon authorization from Washington, D..C. 
51 special deputies, were sworn in to assist the Marshal's 
Office in making the arrests of the demonstrators blocking the 
entrances to the Federal Building. It was the original plan 
to indicate the arresting officers with each subject arrested, 
however, in view of the large number of subjects, together 
with the difficulty in "breaking" the subjects apart on the steps, 
a back log developed in the lobby of the Federal Building where 
those arrested were taken prior to removal through the back. 
(Main Street) entrances to waiting buses from the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Office, and subsequent removal to Biscailuz 
Center where they were booked. Just prior to being loaded 
on the buses at the Federal Building, photographs were taken 
of each subject, which in most cases included the officer then with 
a subject. However, in most instances, this was not the 8 
arresting officer. Therefore, the booking slip for each of the 
69 subjects failed to identify the arresting officer. AUSA 1 
I 1 called a meeting with the arresting personnel 

on March 25, 1965 in the hope of identifying as many subjects 
as possible with their arresting officer and/or a witness to the 
trespass.

This investigation is predicated on demonstrations 
at the Federal Building, 312 North Spring Street, Los Angeles, 
California, which started on March 9, 19°5. On March 10, 
1965, 69 individuals blocking the Spring Street entrances 
to the Federal Building, Los Angeles, refused orders of the 
United States Attorney, Los Angeles, to disperse.

Mr. I I U.S. Probation 

Department, Los Angeles , California, advised on March 29* 
1965, that his office had not yet interviewed any of the 
five Juveniles in this matter. He stated that in the event 
the government proceeded against any of them at the preliminary 
hearing on April 2, 1965* they would be handled under the 
Federal Juvenile Delinquency Act. 
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
